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SITUATION  OF  AREA 

The  Urban  District  of  Llwchwr  is  bounded  on  the  west 
by  the  River  Loughor,  which,  is  the  county  boundary  between 
Glamorgan  and  Carmarthen  and  on  the  south  by  the  Gower 
Peninsular.  It  has  an  area  of  17,815  acres,  on  the  western  border 
of  Glamorgan. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  CHIEF  INDUSTRIES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  area  has  both  urban  and  rural  features.  Many 
parks  abound  in  the  area,  quite  a few  have  been  developed  in 
the  last  few  years. 

The  area  has  developed  industrially,  being  situated  in 
the  centre  of  the  heavy  industries  and  factories  which  now  flourish 
in  the  area.  In  Llwchwr  practically  all  the  inhabitants  enjoy 
most  of  the  amenities  of  a large  town,  being  provided  with  a 
pure  water  supply  from  Swansea  Corporation  Reservoirs  at 
Velindre,  Cray  and  Usk.  Sewerage  schemes,  scavenging  services, 
public  lighting  and  gas  service  is  also  provided.  In  the  rural 
parts  of  the  area  water  is  chiefly  obtained  from  wells  and  springs, 
and  sanitation  by  means  of  cesspools,  etc. 

There  are  two  cinemas  in  the  area,  one  at  Gorseinon 
and  one  at  Pontardulais. 
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The  Public  Library  at  Gorseinon  still  continues  to  be 
well  patronised  by  the  public.  This  library  is  administered  by  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  There  is  a Mobile  Library  which 
traverses  certain  parts  of  the  area,  viz. —

AREA  AND  POPULATION 

The  Llwchwr  Urban  District  is  divided  into  four  Parishes, 
namely,  Llandilo-Talybont,  Loughor,  Gowerton,  and  Llangyfelach, 
the  total  acreage  being  17,815  acres. 

The  acreage  of  each  Parish  is  as  follows: —

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The  estimated  population  of  25,470  given  by  the  Registrar 
general  shews  an  increase  of  20. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  31st  March,  I960  was 
9,823,  and  the  rateable  value  of  the  district  was  £988,185,  which 
represents  a sum  of  £3,965  as  the  yield  of  a penny  rate.  You 
will  be  pleased  to  note  that  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  has 
also  increased. 


BIRTHS 

The  birth  and  death-rates  shown  in  this  report  for  the 
Llwchwr  area  for  the  year  1966  are  those  after  adjustment.  The 
census  of  population  of  1961  is  given  as  24,903. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  district  in  1966 
was  397  of  which  206  were  male  and  191  female,  representing  a 
birth-rate  of  16  68  per  thousand  of  the  population.  In 

1965  the  net  total  births  amounted  to  411,  with  a birth-rate  of 
17  28  per  thousand  of  the  population  ; thus  this  year  there  is  a 
decrease  of  14  births. 

The  still  births  numbered  3,  that  is  2 male  and  1 female, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  7 5 per  thousand  total  live  (and 
still)  births,  as  compared  with  19  09  for  the  year  1965. 

Four  male  and  7 female  illegitimate  children  were  regis- 
tered, a proportion  of  275  per  thousand  registered  live  births. 
The  rate  for  1965  was  36  5. 

Birth-rate — The  birth-rate  for  the  Llwchwr  area  is  16  68 
and  shows  a decrease  of  1 4 compared  with  last  year;  whilst  that 
for  the  Administrative  County  is  17' 10. 
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DEATHS 

The  net  total  deaths  after  allowing  for  inward  and  outward 
transfers  amounted  to  322,  of  which  180  were  males  and  142 
females.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  13  78  per  thousand  of  the  pop- 
ulation as  compared  with  314  deaths,  and  a death  rate  of  13’33 
per  thousand  of  the  population  in  1965. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  a very  good  index  of  the 
Public  Health  situation.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  Llwchwr 
is  20T5  per  thousand  of  the  population,  while  that  for  the  County 
is  2117.

There  were  no  deaths  from  Gastritis,  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea. 

12  deaths  were  due  to  Pneumonia,  17  due  to  Bronchitis,  5 
from  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system,  which  gives  a total 
of  34  deaths  from  all  forms  of  respiratory  diseases  apart  from 
Tuberculosis,  giving  a death  rate  of  T3  per  thousand  of  the  pop- 
ulation. 

3 deaths  were  registered  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Res- 
piratory System. 

Cancer  and  other  forms  of  malignant  diseases  caused  47 
deaths,  which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  1 -84  per  thousand  of  the 
population.

CIRCULATORY  DISEASES 

Circulatory  diseases  are  still  a great  killer.  Of  the 
deaths  notified  136  of  322  are  classified  as  diseases  of  the  circulatory 
system. 

There  is  comparitively  little  being  done  on  the  preventive 
side  for  diseases  of  the  ciculatory  system.  A sane  attitude  to  living 
and  acting  rationally  on  ditetic  advice  and  taking  proper  exercise 
would  help  to  reduce  this  great  killer,

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  this  area  for  the  past 
20  years.  The  last  cases  occurred  in  1946. 

This  has  been  due  to  immunisation. 

Scarlet  Fever.  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  to 
my  department  during  the  year  as  compared  with  2 cases  in  1965. 

Pneumonia  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia.  One  case  of 
Pneumonia  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas. — Two  case  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis.  There  was  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  during 
the  year.  Mass  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  being  done. 
The  driving  force  behind  this  is  the  public  health  department  of 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  It  is  hoped  eventually  to  combat 
this  disease. 

Lung  Cancer.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer 
during  the.  year  1966  were  10  compared  to  10  in  1965  and  16  in  1964. 

These  figures  can  be  compared  to  the  deaths  from  respira- 
tory tuberculosis  for  the  same  period  which  was  3 in  1966  and 
1 in  1965  and  2 in  1964.  Cancer  of  the  lung  is  becoming  a 
greater  public  health  problem  than  tuberculosis  of  the  lung. 

In  the  figures  given  for  1966,  10  males  died  from  cancer  of 
the  lung  ; in  1965,  9 males  and  1 female  ; in  1964,  15  males  and  1 
female  and  in  1963  5 males.  Deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  for  the 
same  period  were  1966,  2 males  and  1 female  : 1965  1 male; 

1964  2 males  and  1963  2 males. 

SMOKING  AND  DISEASE 

The  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  during  the  year  1966  were  10 
as  in  1965,  all  of  which  were  males.  Males  tend  to  be  heavier 
smokers  than  females. 

This  disease  is  essentially  a preventive  one  and  everything 
should  be  done  to  discourage  young  people  from  taking  up  this 
pernicious  habit.  Cigarette  smoking  is  as  much  a drug  addiction 
as  any  of  the  other  drug  addictions. 

We  all  feel  with  pity  for  deaths  which  occur  from  tuber- 
culosis, but  it  should  be  remembered  that  we  had  only  3 deaths 
from  tuberculosis  as  compared  with  10  from  lung  cancer. 

We  are  also  very  perturbed  at  the  deaths  on  the  road,  but  we 
had  only  one  death  from  motor  vehicle  accidents. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were 
notified.  This  gives  a rate  of  75  per  thousand  total  (live  and 
still)  births,  3 cases  were  notified  in  1965  giving  a rate  of  7T6 
per  thousand  births  (live  and  still). 

Dysentery.  Five  case  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the 
year  under  review. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  There  were  4 cases  of  pulmonary 
and  1 case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  1966 
as  compared  with  6 pulmonary  and  2 non-pulmonary  cases  for  the 
year  1965.  Three  death  were  registered. 

Food  Poisoning.  No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified 
during  the  year.

Tuberculosis  Clinics.  The  curative  treatment  of  Tubercu- 
losis is  in  the  care  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  patients 
suffering  from  this  disease  attend  the  Chest  Clinic,  Sketty  Lane, 
Swansea. 

Hospitals.  The  Gorseinon  General  and  Maternity  Hospital 
and  Garngoch  Hospital  which  are  situated  in  this  area  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Glantawe  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

Since  5th  July,  1948,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  have 
taken  over  the  control  of  the  ambulance  services  in  the  admin- 
istrative county. 

An  ambulance  Station  established  at  Gorseinon  controls  the 
ambulances  and  cars  stationed  at  Reynoldston,  Gowerton, 
Pontardulais,  Gwaun-cae-gurwen,  Cwmllynfell,  Ystalyfera, 
Pontardawe  and  Clydach. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Pathological  and  bacteriological 
specimens  are  submitted  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratory 
and  also  to  the  Cockett  Laboratory,  Swansea. 


SALE  OF  WELFARE  FOODS 

Various  brands  of  baby  food  are  sold  at  the  Infant  Welfare 


Centres  in  the  area.  These  clinics  are  held  fortnightly.

CARE  OF  THE  AGED 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  introduced  a chiropody 
service  which  has  proved  a great  benefit  to  our  area. 

The  Home  Help  and  District  Nursing  Services  have  also 
proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  area  and  these  sevices  are  also 
administered  by  Glamorgan  County  Council.  They  are  of  great 
benefit  and  service  to  the  aged  and  chronic  sick. 

Meals  on  Wheels  provide  a service  which  is  of  value. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  area. 
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HEALTH  CENTRES 


There  lias  been  an  increased  interest  in  recent  years  in  the 
provision  of  health  centres.  This  can  be  attributed  to  the  trend 
by  general  practitioners  towards  group  practice  and  the  increasing 
realization  that  the  premises  of  many  doctors  leave  much  to  be 
desired.  After  much  discussion  between  the  general  practitioners, 
the  local  health  authority  and  the  Executive  Council,  plans  have 
been  made  for  the  first  full  scale  purpose  built  health  centre  in 
Glamorgan  to  be  built  in  Gorseinon  during  1967/68  which,  in 
addition  to  providing  local  authority  facilities,  will  have  accomm- 
odation for  seven  general  practitioners. 


EARLY  DETECTION  OF  CERVICAL  CANCER 

West  Glamorgan  was  a pioneer  of  a cervical  cytology  service.

MILK 

The  Llwchwr  area  has  been  a Specified  Area  since  1955, 
and  therefore  only  Designated  Milks  in  sealed  bottles  is  retailed. 

There  are  some  fifteen  distributors  of  milk  in  the  area. 
In  addition,  there  are  seven  milkvendors  from  neighbouring 
authorities  who  retail  milk  in  the  area  as  well. 

Dairies  in  the  area  are  inspected  periodically,  and  samples 
of  the  milk  supplies  are  taken  by  the  public  health  inspectors  and 
submitted  for  examination, 
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ICE  CREAM 

Ice-cream  is  a nutritious  food.  It  is  essential  that  it  should 
be  manufactured,  stored  and  sold  under  hygienic  conditions.  There 
is  a great  danger  if  ice-cream  is  made  from  materials  which  contain 
pathogenic  organisms.  What  is  even  more  dangerous  is  the  actual 
introduction  of  organisms  by  insanitary  methods  of  handling. 

The  number  of  manufacturers,  retailers  and  dealers 
registered  to  sell  ice-cream  in  the  area  on  31st  December,  1966, 
is  as  follows  : —

Samples  continue  to  be  taken  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
Examination. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  this  area,  all  of 
which  comply  with  the  new  standard  in  layout  and  hygiene  by 
the  “Appointed  Day’’,  viz.,  1st  April,  1961.

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  meat  inspection  still 
continues  to  be  100%,  but  this  is  only  achieved  by  the  public 
health  inspectors  having  to  work  much  overtime. 

On  the  whole,  the  animals  slaughtered  continue  to  be  of 
reasonably  good  quality.

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HOUSING 

During  the  year  1966  only  six  dwellings  were  completed 
and  tenanted,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  commenced  for 
the  erection  of  40  two  bedroomecl  flats  on  the  Bryngwastad  Farm 
Site  at  Frampton  Road,  Gorseinon,  which  should  be  completed 
during  the  early  months  of  1968. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

There  is  only  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  area  which  is 
situated  on  land  adjoining  the  Brynlliw  Colliery,  Grovesend.  The 
caravans  on  this  site  were  originally  provided  as  temporary  accom- 
modation for  Durham  workers  employed  at  the  Colliery  until  such 
time  as  they  were  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

This  site  is  now  only  used  by  contractors’  employees  en- 
gaged at  the  Brynlliw  Colliery  on  engineering  operations. 

Sanitary  facilities  are  available  on  the  site. 

From  time  to  time  there  are  a few  caravans  and  trailers  in 
the  area,  the  majority  in  contravention  of  the  Caravans  Site  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  as  neither  Town  Planning 
approval  has  been  obtained  nor  Site  Licences  issued.

Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  in  this  area  by  direct 
labour  since  1950.  Originally,  the  complement  of  men  comprised 
of  three  drivers  and  six  loaders,  with  three  refuse  vehicles  and  a 
cesspool  emptier.  Since  then  it  has  been  necessary  to  increase  the 
complement  of  men  and  vehicles  to  meet  the  increased  number  of 
houses  and  factories  built  in  the  area  which  now  stands  at  :
